They are also visited ooeaalonally by C^— -L7of Comno. They reauln in good 
health and spirits* 

3* AIRWISB and AIRBORRE are living in a house in Menldl * Th^ were seen 
by CL ^ on the 23rd of June, and by CL — ^ on the 30th of June, 

and xne 9th of July* AlRUISE clalns he is axndous to go on a missicm in an 
effort to counter the opposition's viotocy in the APPLE affair* He has no 
specific plan to offer* AJCRWXSE also provided answers to questicms posed in 
SGAW 4297 KAPOK 314» 12 April 1954* Both he and AIRBORNE are in good health* 

4. RNORDAIN and AIRSLACK were seen by CL —Lft end C —I] on 23 and 30 
June end by d -A alone on l6 and 17 June and 7,10, and 11 July. During their 
interviews with CL ~l they were able to answer questions posed in SGAW 4690, 

20 April 1954 and tentatively identify soiae of the eight refugees from Eamenice. 
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
